THE SOUTH IS NOT FOE FKEE SILTEK

Henry "W. Blair, of Hew
Hampshire, was at the Monongahela House
yesterday afternoon. He went to "Washing-
ton in the evening. Mr. Blair said he was
here on private business, and had stopped
over on his return from a trip through
Louisiana and Texas. The

is a candidate for the
Presidency, and though he would not admit
it, it is e idcnt that his mission in the South
was purely political. The old man has been
joVed a good deal about his educational bill,
but he is very popular with the Southern
negroes, and he may bob up at Minneapolis
with a good following. He preferred not to
talk about his Fresidental aspirations. He
wouldn't say whether he thought he would
have the support of his State delegation
or not.

"When asked what he was doing for him-

self, he laughed, and intimated that he was
cot asleep. He declared that politics had
nothing to do with his visit to Pittsburg,
and he didn't know that Senator Quay was
in town until informed. He asked a great
many questions about politics in Pennsyl-
vania and principally in Pittsburg.

A Candidate for the Presidency.
"It is time that I am a candidate for the

Presidency," he said. "The question for
Republicans to consider is how they can
best carry the country. The choice of a
candidate is as important as the formation
of a platform. My impression is that when
the delegates get to Minneapolis the
man who is most likely to lead
the party to success will be nom
inated. Pledges won't amount
to much when this question is considered.
If the party is handicapped in its candidate
from the start, we are sure to be defeated
next November. I have great faith in the
Republican party, and I feel sure if no seri-

ous blunders are made that we will win.
The main issue will be the taring
and free silver will cut some
figure. Are anv of the Eastern
States shaky? Well, I don't know. Tho
party is not any too well fortified In Massa-
chusetts. "While in the bouth I discovered
that the Democrats are al! Sot Cleveland.
In Texas thej ere glad that the silver bill
was postponed. The people down South are
not so rabid for free silver as we have been
led to think. I take it that Mills, who was
lecently elected to the Senate, represents
tho feeling lu Texas. He is a free trader and
favored tho postponement of the silver
question.

Republicans Might Carry Louisiana.
"In Louisiana the Democrats are badly

cut up. I believe the Republicans would
carry the State if the vote was counted. As
it is we have enough voters down there, but
ther are not Riven a fair show in politics.
As for the Federal election bill, I w ould have
favored it if the educational ineasuie had
been placed tide bv side with it. Where the
people are intcllisent no legal restraints are
needed at the polls, and the law would soon
become a dead letter."

" h.it do jou think of the ratification of
the Beiinsr Sea treaty?" was asked.

"It would be out of place for me to criti-
cise the action ol the Senate now that I am
out of it. I have always lavored protecting
the "icals and was opposed to eivinc tho

anv giound for a claim. The indus-
try is ours, and it is our business to defend
it 'against the interference of outsiders.
The Government has a right; all that
lcmams to be done is to defend
it bv flshtlng; if necessary. All this diplo-
matic correspondence onlygivesthe English
ground for putting in claims to which they
me not entitled, and everv concession made
to theni Is so much in their favor. The fact
IsLncIe Sam 6wns the seal fisheries and
thev should be protected at any cost. This
i the simplest wav out of such difficulties."

Mi. Blali declined to say anything about
Piesident Harrison, or what he thought of
his chinces for renomination. He referred
to the Chinese attair, and for that reason
pielerred to remain silent.
